“ Grecostasis.”  It  consists  of  three  , 
tinted  columns.  It  was  the  place 
where  foreign  ambassadors  wero  ( 
received.  3d,  Hcmains  of  the  Tem- 
ple de  Vesta  where  the  vestals 
kept  burning  the  sacred  fire.  4th, 
the- “via  sacra,”  so  called  from  the 
sacrifices  which  were  there  offered 
after  the  peace  ot  Horaulus  and  Ta- 
tius,  it  began  at  tho  Coliseum, 
went  by  the  side  of  the  Temple  of 
Venus  beforo  tho  Temples  of  Rom 
ulus  and  Remus,  and  entered  the 
Forum  u^Jer  tho  Arch  of  Fabius. 

and  I nave  said  enough  about 
ohurehe*.  Then  comes  the  arch  of 
Titus,  erected  for  his  conquest  of 
Jerusalem.  It  is  the  finest  monu- 
ment of  the  kind  that  remains. 
Next,  tho  Arch  of  Constantine, 
erected  to  record  his  victories.  It 
has  three  arches  and  o'ghtcolumns 
of  tho  Corinthian  order.  On  it  aro 
statues  and  has  reliefs,  which  are 
in  a remarkably  good  state  of  pre- 
servation. 

On  Mount  Palatine,  to  tho  right 
of  the  Forum,  are  the  i uins  of  the 
Palace  of  the  Consors.  Hero  are 
the  famous  gardens,  in  which  arc 
the  ruins  of  many  noble 
edifices  which  in  grandeur 
must  have  been  wondor- 
ful  in  the  days  of  Nero.  \Y#  will 
now  tako  a look  at  tho  Colosioum. 
It  was  built  by  the  order  of 
tbo  Kmporcr  Flavius  Vespasian. 
It  was  inaugurated  by  games, 
which  lasted  a hundred  days,  and 
in  which  5,000  wild  beasts  and 
many  thousands  of  gladiators  wero 
killed.  The  exterior  is  composed 
of  eighty  arches,  with  tho  same 
number  of  half  columns.  TJy> 
wholo  of  the  edifice  was  crow  d 
by  an  entablature,  adornod  with 
pilasters  and  windows.  The  style 
of  architecture  varios  at  each  tier ; 
the  first  being  Doric,  the  second 
Ionic,  the  third  and  fourth  Cor- 
inthian. The  first  tie-s  aie 
marked  with  Homan  numbers. 
Thev  formed  so  many  ontranc-
